Opposition to a pending legis- 
lative proposal, described as a 
move by politicians to destroy 
the nonpolitical character of the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
gion, was expressed in a resolu- 
tion adopted last night by the 
United Sportsmen’s League, which 
claims to represent 25,000 sports- 
men in the St. Louis area. 

Representatives of 20 sports- 
men's organizations, including 
such large groups as the Anglers 
of Missouri, Missouri Duck Hunt- 
ers, Inc., Big-Game Hunters, Inc., 
Missouri Qutl Hunters and St. 
Louis Pointer and Setter Club, at- 
tended the meeting, held at the 
Roosevelt Hotel. 

Speakers were unanimous in de- 
nouncing a resolution which has 
been introduced in the Legislature 
calling for submission to the vot- 
ers of a constitutional amendment 
under which the Legislature 
would have power to deprive the 
commission of fufids, use fish and 
game license money for other 
than conservation purposes and, 
through its power over funds, 
distribute patronage. 

The resolution was introduced 
by five Democratic representa- 
tives headed by Tom A. Shock- 
ley of Waynesville, chairman of 
the House Committee on Consti- 
tutional Amendments.

“The treasures, we believe; con- 
sist of statues, columns and other 
works of art that were looted by 
the Romans about 68 B.C. after 
the Roman commander, Sylla, cap- 
tured Athens,” Count de Prorok 
said. “Sylla loaded all these 
things on a galley, or ship, and 
started home with them. He 
ably planned to decorate his gar- 
den with some of them. 

“The heavy Greek columns 
proved too much for the galley 
and it ca d, sinking to the 
bottom with its treasures aboard. 

“It was not until 1908 that the 
sunken galley was WGiscovered, by 
sponge divers, who, being 30 
what superstitious, reported see- 
ing about 60 cannon resting on the 
sand. They called them ‘sleeping 
giants.’ 

“Alfred Merlin of the Service 
des Antiquites of Tunis, one of 
the greatest scientists in France, 
pushed an investigation of these 
‘sleeping giants.’ Divers were em- 
ployed and the old Roman galley 
was found about a quarter of a 
mile off the coast of Africa, near 
a little town of Mahdia, Tunisia, 
at a depth of about 120 feet.

The course the President laid out in Point 
Four of his address was not bold,“ new“ 
or a “program,” in the sense that a master 
plan had been drafted. Nevertheless, the 
means and the will for such a proposal are 
at hand and if his recommendations get a 
good start during the next two to ten years, 
the United States and the other democracies 
will be in a far stronger position, materially 
and spiritually, not only to withstand but 
to push back the aggressive forces of Soviet 
Communism. This is a field in which Rus- 
sia, itself a backward country, cannot com- 
pete. If effectively carried out the pian 
will be a world-wide extension of the 
European Recovery Program, with the dif- 
ference that the money expenditures will 
eventually be repaid. 

The President, at a press conference, de- 
clined to comment on how his “program” 
would be implemented. He pointed out that 
he had directed the State Department to 
work out a plan in co-operation with the 
other government agencies. Inter-depart- 
mental meetings are being held and a pre- 
liminary report to the President is scheduled 
for early next month. A more detailed 
blueprint for Congress is not expected un- 
til the end of the current session.

At his initial. meeting with newsmen, on 
Jan. 26, the.Secretary delivered the first 
authoritative exposition of the controversial 
fourth point of President Truman’s Inaugu- 
ral Address, advocating a “bold new pro- 
gram” discussed elsewhere on ‘this page. 

At his second conference, on Feb. 2, Ache- 
son became the Administration's offivial 
spokesman for rejecting Premier Stalin’s 
“peace feeler in his correspondence with 
Kingsbury Smith, European general man- 
ager of the International News Service. 

At the third ‘session, on Feb. 9, the Sec- 
retary was first to express the American 
Government’s reaction to the trial and con- 
demnation of Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty, 
primate of Hungary. At his own press con- 
ference, on the following day, President 
Truman contented himself with echoing 
Acheson’s sentiments. 

At his fourth conference, last Wednesday, 
Acheson was put forward to maintain that 
on the basic objectives of the proposed 
North Atlantic pact there is peace and har- 
mony between the executive and legislative 
branches of the Government, and also with 
the Governments of other countries con- 
cerned. 

Acheson has the personality and the ex- 
perience and skill to serve as the Admin- 
istration’s liaison agent on foreign policy, 
with the American and world press. His

Merely an unprecedented announcement of guil- 
ty. Miss Smedley called the statement a de- 
spicable lie.” Now the Army backs up. Admit- 
ting the report violates its own policies, the 
Army says that it has no support for the charge 
against Miss Smedley and that the whole re- 
port was badly handled. 

Among the worst offenses of all were the 
Department of State’s “loyalty” 
ineluding that of “Mr. Blank.” The conduct of 
the State Department was a violation of fair 
procedure so serious that for reporting the 
facts about it Bert Andrews of the New York 
Herald Tribune was awarded a Pulitzer prize. 

Only two weeks ago a former employe of the 
Army Finance Center in St. Louis, Miss Eleanor 
M. Deak, sued Secretary of the Army Royall as 
a result of her dismissal. She challenges the 
right of the Government to dismiss an employe 
without inferming the employe of the particu- 
lars. Miss Deak has denied emphatically under 
oath that she attended Communist meetings, the 
cause stated in her notification. She contends 
that the Review Board, to which she appealed, 
did not tell her what the “evidence” was. 


The case of William W. Remington involves 
the House committee and the Department of 
Commerce. This able economist was brought 
into the spy hearings by Elizabeth Bentley, for- 
mer Communist spy courier. He was suspended 
last June. Now he has been cleared and re- 
turned to duty at a salary of $10,300. 


The head of the Bureau of Standards, Dr. Ed- 
ward U. Condon, was described as “one of the 
weakest links” in the nation’s atomic security. 
Subsequently, it déveloped that this judgment 
was based on excerpts from an FBI file, the 
text of which gave an altogether different im- 
pression. The Atomic Energy Commission went 
inte the facts, cleared Dr. Condon and an- 
nounced that it had “no question whatever con-

T is almost as stimulating to

This 
“Diogenes of the Victorians,” 
this “traitor to his times,” has 
been a “sterile genius” to one 
critic and a consummate master 
of subtle psychological analysis“ 
to another. His corrosive eriti- 
cism of old ideals made him a 
“learned gadfly’ in controversy. 


Stuart Sherman labeled him 
“an ironist entangled in his own 
net and an egotist bitten with 
self-distrust,” and disparaged 
the Butler cult; but George Ber- 
nard Shaw loved him for his 
“extraordinarily fresh, free, and 
future-piercing suggestions,” and 
called him, “in his own depart- 
ment, the greatest writer of the 
latter half of the XIXth cen- 
tury.“ Norman Douglas's -wasp- 
ish Mr. Keith (in “South 
Wind“) pontificated over But- 
ler’s “premeditated irresponsibil- 
ities’ and ‘‘virginal ferocity,” 
his “clever perversity of hu- 
mour“ and his lack of “the 
male attributes of humility, rev- 
erence and sense of proportion.“ 
Whether brickbats or bouquets, 
comments on Butler are gener- 
ally lively, like that eruptive 
iconoclast himself. N

The story itself is a drama of 
war love — intense, passionate 
and irrational — and yet in a 
sense more real and alive than 
the more guarded expression of 
love in times of peace. People 
reveal their inner urges more 
spontaneously. It is a_ finely 


written novel but it is saturated, 


to a troubling degree, with a 
subtle arrogance and disillusion- 
ment. Here are some excerpts: 
“Look at your mass of ‘free’ 
suckers, your democracy—kid- 
ded along from the cradle to the 
grave.” Freedom — what a 
slaves’ yammer.”’ 

And of World War II: “Either 
side’s Winning would stop the 
war; only their (the Nazi’s) side 
winning would stop the quib- 
bling. I want the cackle cut.” 

These words, of course, are 
spoken by only one character. 
But the author has given this 
character her strongest sympa- 
thetic support and it is for him 
and his dissolute confusion that 
she seeks the reader’s under- 
standing. 


Miss Bowen describes war 
torn London more graphically 
thah any writer I know. She, of 
all observers, should be the first 
to reject a counsel of despair and 
callow sophistry. Her book is 
clever but disheartening and 
perhaps dangerous.

HIS book is just another in- 
1 dication that British writers 

are certainly as a group more 
intellectually communicative and 
more articulate than American 
writers. In English novels one is 
usually confronted with the most 
significant issues of humanity in- 
volving art, morality, world de- 
corum, politics. But whether it is 
Elizabeth Bowen or Evelyn 
Waugh, the intellectuality and 
smoothness of style are com- 
promised by a vestigial ado- 
lescence of viewpoint, We Ameri- 
cans may not be able to polish our 
periods (and this is untfortu- 
nate),. but we have something 
violently important to say, and 
even in the ruggedness of our 
style, we do say it. Think of a 
Mark Twain, a. Theodore Dreiser, 
an Ernest Hemingway, a Nor- 
man Mailer. 

Now Miss Bowen's writing is 
always provocative. There is 
something haunting about her 
stories (she.is a distinguished 
short story writer as well as one 
of the leading British novelists), 
and “The Heat of the Day“ is 
no exception. It is executed on 
a rather large canvas. In fact; 
it was -probably the. writer’s in- 
tention to symbolize the two har- 
rowing generations of our times, 
that embittered, disillusioned 
World War I generation, and the 
new. generation of this last war. 
She represents the first through 
the heroine, attractive, worldly, 
intelligent Stella, through Stella’s 
lover, sensitive and intense Rob- 
ert; and through a man, Harri- 
son, who is portrayed as almost 
repulsive—a character filled with 
“emotional idiocy.” 

Harrison, however, is the pivo- 
tal character, not only in terms 
of the story but in terms ‘of its

That life was full of contrasts 
and contradictions. Meant for the 
ministry, he started his maturity 
as a sheep raiser in New Zealand.

in Sicily and that the author of 
the “Odyssey” was a woman. He 
wrote, altogether, 27 books, but 
won only posthumous fame. As 
someone has said, his own times 
construed his versataility as su- 
perficiality, his sincerity as ques- 
tionable, his irony offensive. 


But in our own time, at least 
one critic has bracketed him 
with Voltaire. As satirist (“‘Ere- 
whon”) and novelist ((The Way 
of All Flesh“), he was profound 
and penetrating. As a thinker, 
he pioneeréd many of the sig- 
nificant philosophical tendencies 
of our own day. 

Such was the Butler who is 
now brought into focus again in 
two succinct, close-reasoned, eo- 
gently commendatory. volumes.

AVING followed shooting for

I was born in Albany county, 


New York, and began to shoot at 


fifteen years of age. I was then 
a tall, strong lad, and have since 
grown into a large, powerful, 
sinewy and muscular man. I have 
always enjoyed fine health, had 
great strength and endurance, and 
been capable of much exertion and 
exposure. When I began to shoot, 
there was a good deal of game in 
Albany county, and it chiefly con- 
sisted of ruffed grouse and wood- 
cock, which are difficult birds for 
young beginners. 

I received no instructions from 
anybody, but I possessed a quick, 
true eye, and steady nerve, and 
had, as I believe, the natural gifts 
which enable a man to become in 
time, with proper opportunity, a 
first-rate field shot. 


Paradise for Sportsmen. 


It was a long time after that 
before I ever shot at a pigeon 
from a trap and 1 confess that I 
had for many years a strong pre- 
judice against that sort of shoot- 
ing. There were no quail, snipe, 
or ducks about Albany county at 
that time, and it was not until 
I removed to the West that I 
became familiar with them and 
with the pinnated grouse. 

Seventeen years ago I moved to 
IIlinois, and settled on the Sanga- 
mon river, near Petersburg. It 
was more a broken, swampy coun- 
try, with much cover, than a 
prairie land like that to the 
northwards in the State. Game of 
all sorts was in vast abundance. 
There were vast numbers of 
quail; the pinnated grouse were 
rather numerous, though nothing 
like as much so as upon some of 
the great prairies; ducks and 
geese came in immense flocks 
every spring and fall, and deer 
and turkeys abounded. 

It was a paradise for a sports- 
man; and as for the snipe and 
quail, there was hardly a man 


there who could kill them except 


myself. 

Lots of men used to go out to 
gee me shoot. There was one, a 
great hunter of deer and turkeys, 
with whom I became very in- 
timate. At first he laughed at 


me when he saw me loading with

Snipe Best Shooting. 


After staying on the Sangamon 
about two years I moved to Elk- 
hart, in Logan county, where I 
have lived ever since. It is in the 
heart of the state of Illinois. 
166 miles south of Chicago, 18 
miles northwest of Springfield, 
and 115 miles from St. Louis, 


At that time very few in those 
parts used the double-barreled 
gun, dnd shot over dogs. I was 
about the only one who followed 
shooting systematically and thor- 
oughly. 

The best spring shooting in III 
nois is snipe; and in many parts, 
such as that on the Sangamon 
river, the birds are found in abun- 
dance. I know of no better ground 
for them anywhere. After the 
snipe come the golden plover, 
sometimes in very large flocks. 
This beautiful and delicious little 
bird stays with us some three or 
four weeks, and the sport they af- 
ford is excellent. They are com- 
monly shot from horseback, or by 
means of a wheeled vehicle, as is 
said to be the practice in the 
Eastern states. You must be a 
good sportsman fill your bag 
with them, and there is no better 
2 for a good shot than at 
em.

in such desperate terror when 
pursued by a hdwk that they 
dashed against a house and many 
were killed. I kill all the hawks 
I can, and often let a grouse go 
unshot at in order to bring down a 
hawk. There is one bird of that 
order which makes great ravages 
among the ducks. It just kills for 
the sake of killing, for it strikes 
down one after the other. It is a 
small, long-winged hawk, very 
muscular and strong, and uncom- 
monly rapid in flight. I have seen 
this hawk when pursuing ducks 
strike down one and let it lie, 
going on after the others, and 
continuing to harass and kill until 
the prey could reach water. This 
hawk does not consume a fourth 
of the grouse and duck it kills, 
It is not large enough to carry 
away a good-sized duck, and I 
doubt whether it could fly away 
with a grouse for any distance. |

Several Signs of 
An Early Spring

COLD, drizzling rain set in the other day at Possum Trot 
After a stretch of fine weather. It wasn't a freezing rain, 
although raw enough to let us know winter wasn’t over. 
As we went out to do the evening feeding, the rain fell harder 
and threatened to turn into 
a downpour. Only a dozen 
cattle came heading across 
the pasture to the barn-lot. 
So after the mangers were 
filled with hay, I hiked out 
the ridge to call the rest 
of them up from the creek 

bottom.

Nei- 
ther will they, as a result of the 
famed Gilbert Stuart paintings 
which hang on most classroom 
walls, confuse George with the 
Great Stone Face. 

They will view him, Freeman 
hopes, as a ctedible man. Or, as 
Freeman himself expresses it in 
his Virginia accent, as “a human 
bein’.”

Freeman’s books run to size and 
weight. A friend, who is also a 
friend of Freeman, wanted them 
autographed. 

Freeman looked over the books 
and flatly announced, “I never 
autograph but the first volume of 
any set, and I've already auto- 
graphed volume one of Lee’s 
Lieutenants for our friend.” So 
saying, he shoved the book to one 
side, and autographed only volume 
one of the other set. 

By autographing only one vol- 
ume, he explained, he saves a lot 
of time. Not as you and I reckon 
time, but as Freeman reckons it. 
He thinks in terms of minutes 
saved and minutes wasted. Above 
his office clock is a sign: “Time 
alone is irreplaceable; waste it 
not.” ; 

So that he won’t have to worry 
too much about replacing any, 
Freeman gets up at 2:30 o'clock in 
the morning, and by 3 o'clock is at 
his desk at the newspaper. From 


then on he displays a quality he 


has in common with George Wash- 
ington: intensity and continuity of 
effort. Every activity of the day 
is timed to the minute and some- 
times to the half minute.

his two columns of editorials. 
Freeman’s editorials are written 
in an easy, rather folksy style, and 
they are often linked together by 
an association of ideas. Some- 
times they run on the instaliment 
plan, and he has been known to 
devote a series of editorials run- 
ning into the dozens on a subject 
that interests him. . 

During the next 40 minutes he 
revises his copy, jots down some 
notes for his broadcast later, and 
then turns to George Washington. 
He doesn’t turn to a fresh job 
the way the rest of us do. No 
sharpening of pencils, no going 
for a drink of water, no shuffling 
through notes. Not even a couple 
of minutes to organize his 
thoughts. Almost-as soon as he 
picks up his pencil, he is writing. 
Sometimes within 10 seconds, 

As a Man who can get rid of 
more time dawdling than Freeman 
uses to write a chapter, we 
looked at him in awe and amaze- 
ment. 

“Why, you can do-it,” he assured 
us. “Anyone can do it. It’s just 
a Matter of disciplining your 
mind.” 

The same thing, he said, applies 
to his midday nap. He lays his 
head on the pillow and he is 
asleep. At the end of his allotted 
30 minutes, he is awake, refreshed 
and ready to start his second day. 

To go back, however, he leaves 
George Washington at 7:55 a.m., 
goes to the radio station around 
the corner, tells his listeners its 
a fine morning, and then chats 
for 15 minutes about anything 
from war to cooking. Freeman got 
the idea.of going on the radio 
some years back when he Was in 
the hospital, He listened to a bed- 
side radio all day, and concluded 
there was no program designed 
expressly for the shut-ins, the ill 
and the invalid. So he went on 
the air. He makes his Sunday 
morning broadcast from home. 

“It ends at 10:28%,” he says. “I 
am writing by 10:30.” 

After his weekday morning 
broadcasts, Freeman is back in 
his office at 8:16 for a news con- 


when he has a.15-minute nap 
on the black leather couch jn his 
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attorneys. The club has become 
pretty exclusive. 

“Getting in” says Freeman, “is 
a devilish hard thing to do.” 

The club has dinner, followed by 
three-quarters of an hour of di- 
cussion, still and always led by 
Freeman, and then relaxation.

— Conditions in Berlin Worse Than

Survey in 21 Cities. 
To find the facts about the cost 


Associated Press staff men in 21 
major cities, including Washing- 
ton and Kansas City, investigated 
living conditions of typical fam- 
ilies. 
For comparative purposes, each 
selected a bookkeeper, a ditch 
digger and a boilermaker, all mar- 
ried and the fathers of two chil- 
dren. Because money values in 
Europe’s patchwork of currencies 
mean little, the cost of living 
was translated into minutes and 
hours of work needed to obtain 
life’s necessities. 
The Associated Press men just 
went out to find how typical fam- 
ilies live. 
They found that earning power 
in terms of groceries approaches 
United States standards in Oslo, 
Copenhagen and Stockholm—but 
other ordinary items, especially 
clothes, are considerably higher. 
Madrid turned out to be the 
toughest spot in Europe—worse 
even than the “Iron Curtain” 
countries or battered Germany. 
In every country, most persons 
are worse off than before, the war. 
Price hikes have more than out- 
stripped gains, even in 
Britain where economic controls 
have operated more effectively 
than in other nations. 
As food is the absolute essential, 
just how long does a man have to 
work to pay the grocery bill for 
a month? 
In Washington, a ditch digger 
and family can eat pretty well on 
what he earns in 76 hours. The 
boilermaker can feed his family 
on 42 hours of work. The book- 
keeper needs 69 hours to earn the 
month’s food. They get good food 
in satisfying quantities,

LTHOUGH often spoken of derisively as a 

catchall for leftover foods, hash may be a 

tasty main dish, cularly when made with 
leftover turkey. B. H. Cherry, chef at Katsina’s 
Evergreen Cafe in Collinsville, follows the New 
Orleans way in preparing turkey hash. 

Cherry dices green pepper. pimiento and onion, 
slices fresh mushrooms and sautes them in butter 
for about three minutes. Cream, chicken broth, 
seasoning, chopped raw oysters, diced cooked tur- 
key and potatoes are added and mixture is heated 
through. When mixture begins to steam, roux is 
stirred in and all is cooked until liquid begins to 
thicken. Roux is a thickener used extensively by 
chefs. It is made by melting butter and stirring 
in an equal amount of flour over a slow fire until 
flour is completely absorbed. 

INGRED : One-half green pepper, one 
pimiento, one-half medium onion, six fresh mush- 
rooms, four tablespoons butter or margarine, two 
cups diced cooked turkey, six oysters, one large or 
three small boiled potatoes, two teaspoons salt, 
one-half teaspoon white pepper, one cup each of 
cream and chicken broth, one and one-half table- 
spoons roux, one cup rice, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley, one large stuffed olive. ese amounts 
will serve four persons.
